In this article we will describe a 
different retailer each month. This month it is Portland Radio. 


Lets say its 1932 and your National SW-3 has just gone south. What do you do? Well, you could take it 
directly to the new radio store in downtown Portland. What's the name of that new place? Why, Portland 
Radio, of course. That's right, whether you needed a new 235 tube for your SW-3 or wanted to get together 
with your ham buddies to curse those using “wobbulation”, the place to be was Portland Radio. 


Joe Borsch bought into the business in 1961 about 
the time SSB was taking over AM which had taken 
overoscillator modulation (wobbulation). He added 
new ham gear to the offerings while keeping the 
parts and service business that Portland Radio had 
become known for. 


Business boomed and Joe became the sole owner 
in 1976 about the time that satellites were becom- 
ing commonplace and home brew was becoming a 
rarity. Joe became squeezed for space as his 
market area expanded and more and more people 
became interested in ham radio. He finally moved 
to his new location at 234 SE Grand just last year.
